DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Harvey Weinstein, Gweneth Paltrow, Ivanka 
Trump and Sarah Jessica Parker were seen in the 
same subway car heading from Southampton 
to North Sea last Friday afternoon. All were 
reading Dan’s Papers. Jon Bon Jovi was seen 
on Thursday morning heading by subway from 
Amagansett to Montauk. 


GUARDS DOUBLED 

Due to the hacking of the subway computers 
at 11 p.m. Saturday night, there was no subway 
service on Sunday until 4 p.m. when we finally 
got it fixed. This was a terrible thing not to have 
subway service for this period of time over 
Memorial Day Weekend. We had to put chains 
across the entry stairways of all the stops to 
keep people from coming down to the platforms 
where they might have caused a riot. It is 
believed the hacking job originated in Bulgaria, 


although nobody can explain what Bulgaria 
was upset with us about. In any case, we have 
barred the windows of the subway room on the 
second floor of the Hampton Subway building in 
Hampton Bays and have doubled the number of 
security guards at the door from two to four, so 
that ought to put a stop to it. 


TOKENS ARE BACK 

To prevent further hacking of our subway 
system, Hampton Subway is changing the 
way you pay from the current swipe card 
computer system to the old _ fashioned 
token system.

Fortunately, 
all the old tokens have, for twenty years, 
been piled high in all the basement rooms in 
the subway building and in storage rooms off 
every platform, so the token booth ladies are 
going to be very busy the rest of this week 
exchanging tokens for swipe cards. Bring 


tote bags. Sorry for the inconvenience. By 
the way, the tokens are slightly smaller than 
dimes, the smallest coin of the realm, so don’t 
even think you can put a penny or dime in the 
slot for a ride.

MAN-BUN CHECKPOINTS CAUSE TRAFFIC HASSLES 

The stepping-up of enforcement against man 
buns by the Hamptons Police has led to what 
the police are calling “unfortunate but necessary 
delays” on major traffic arteries leading into the 
Hamptons, as police use strategically placed 
highway checkpoints to stop cars and inspect 
male occupants for the forbidden hairstyle. 
As reported recently, the Hamptons Police 
Fashion Division made the decision to adopt 
a zero-tolerance policy when it comes to the 
wearing and display of man buns. According 
to their statutory definition, the term “man 
bun” refers to any men’s hairstyle that features 


“long hair drawn together and maintained 
in a bun shape using any type of fastener, 
e.g. barrette, scrunchie, elastic band, etc.” 
While the statute forbidding this men’s 
hairstyle in the Hamptons has been on the 
books for over a decade, until now the police 
have been relatively lax when it comes to 
enforcement. But with the zero-tolerance policy, 
police are now forcibly removing man buns 
wherever and whenever they are observed. 
According to Hamptons: Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch, the traffic checkpoints are a 
crucial part of the effort to stop men wearing 
man buns from entering the area, and are 
also important for educating visitors. “Who 
knows—some guy with a man bun could be 
driving in from Vermont and could be unaware 
of our policies out here,” Hirsch says. “At our 
checkpoint we stop him and undo the offending 
hairstyle, and we make sure he’s fully briefed on 
our rules regarding said hairstyle.” As far as the 
checkpoints exacerbating an already difficult 
traffic situation, Hirsch was unapologetic. 
“There are certain prices we pay for our health 
and happiness. Get over it.” 


ARTIST STUDIO DEMOLITIONS UNLEASH PROTESTS 
The Hamptons Police Art Inspection Unit acted 
this week to demolish artist studios on several 
properties in the Hamptons, stating that, upon 
reviewing canvases and sculpture, they had 
determined that what was being produced in 
the studios did not qualify as art. “Look, the law 
is very clear,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “You can have a studio on your 
property if it’s used for the production of art. 
Over the past month, the highly trained Art 
Inspection Unit looked at what was coming out 
of these particular studios—I’m told they saw 
a lot of paintings of dogs, beach scenes and 
old barns—and determined that it wasn’t art.” 
The decisions came as a terrible shock to the. 
property owners affected, who showed up to 
a recent official meeting to protest. According 
to Hirsch, though, the decisions of the Art 
Inspection Unit are not subject to review. “If 
they say it’s kitsch without artistic value, then 
that’s the final word,” Hirsch says. 4

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30 Feet

BE wonder why there’s this long list 
of things not to do on a big sign at the 
beach? The reason is that people do stupid 
things. They kick sand. Their dogs eat 
beachgoers’ lunches. The beachgoers don’t 
throw trash in the litter containers. So the 
towns and villages, after noting there is no law 
against some specific stupid thing, hurry up and 
write one to prevent it. 

A woman wrote a book about this. She was 
in the park with her three-year-old daughter, 
and her daughter ran across some grass, 
stopped in front of some flowers and ate one. 
Then somebody complained. The authorities 
noted there was a sign there reading “Keep Off 
the Grass” this child had violated. Two weeks 
later, there was a second sign. It read, “Please 
Don’t Eat the Daisies.” And that became the 
name of this book. 

Using this as a starting point, bureaucrats 
everywhere have gone on a binge to create laws 
for every little thing, even sometimes if nobody 
ever did the thing in the first place, and even if 
there is no good reason for having such a law. 
Doing that is what makes them bureaucrats. 

For example, there’s a law in Sag Harbor that 
says the front door of a bar cannot be within 


50 feet of the front door of a church. There’s 
a law in Southampton that says nobody can 
wear shorts downtown that don’t cover halfway 
above between the hip and the knee. 

Recently, the Village of Sag Harbor issued 
a summons to a new convenience store and 
gas station on Route 114 for having put up a 
flagpole with an American flag on top too high. 
The flagpole rises 60 feet. This is way beyond 
bad, the rules say. The patriotic enthusiasm for 
flying the American flag atop a pole is limited 
to 15 feet in a residential zone and 30 feet in a 
business district. One mutes one’s patriotism in 
Sag Harbor. Imagine that! 

I’ve been coming out to the East End for years, 
and for a long time, coming out on the Sunrise 
Highway heading eastbound from Oakdale, there 
is, or there used to be, the biggest American flag 
I have ever seen outside a sports stadium— 
perhaps 50 x 100 feet in size—held up by a pole 
that rose up to perhaps 120 feet. It became a 
landmark for those of us coming out. Get to that 
great patriotic display and you were halfway to 
the Hamptons. 

It was there for years. It waved high above a 
Buick-Pontiac dealership. I thought vets must 
be the proud owners of that dealership. But one 
day it was gone. It was a Toyota dealership now. 
Was it a no-no, flying an (Continued on next page)

American flag over that? Or perhaps somebody 
forgot to take it down just before a hurricane 
hit. The flag, if it came loose, would completely 
cover North Sayville. Perhaps it did. 

In any case, I wondered if any other town 
or village down here restricted the height of 
patriotism. I tried Southampton Village. Nope. I 
tried East Hampton Village. Nope. 

The perp of this indiscretion in Sag Harbor 
was discussed by residents and the powers 
that be in Sag Harbor at a public meeting a 
week ago Tuesday. In a residential zone, it’s 
allowed to be only 15 feet. In a business zone, 
only 30 feet. One person said that the American 
flag in front of the Washington Monument was 
only 25 feet high. What’s good enough for him 
should be good enough for us. Another person 
said this was just a blatant attempt for the new 
convenience store to call attention to itself. 
Also, my goodness, the fluttering of the flag way 
up there might be enough to drive some in the 
neighborhood nuts, it seems. 

Sukru Ilgin said he believed he’d gotten the 
okay to put the pole up, but was ordered by the 
zoning board to take the flagpole down. The 
zoning here is residential. But the old Harbor 
Heights gas station was a pre-existing 
exception on this road as a business, so it 
was grandfathered in. On the other hand, 
there had been no American flag of that 
height at the gas station, so that wasn’t 
grandfathered. Anyway, it wasn’t clear to me if 
the flagpole was in violation of the residential 
law so it was four times as high as it was 


allowed, or if it was just two times too 
high because it was in a grandfathered in a 
prehistoric business zone. 

One village board member did’ wax 
philosophically about these heights—15 feet 
or 30 feet. Who knew, he said, why this wasn’t 
12 feet or 18 feet. It was just whatever it was in 
the year the board was composed of the people 
who were on it at the time. 

Hmmm. 

I know the reason that the Washington 
flagpole only goes up 25 feet. Back in 1776, they 
only had ladders that went up 25 feet. 

In any case, here is what the law reads. It tells 
you what is allowed and what the restrictions 
allowed are. It’s in section 300 — 9.2 B. 

“,..a flagpole utilized for the display of the 
flag of the United States provided that it is set 
back a minimum of 15 feet from the street line 
and a minimum of 10 feet from all side lot lines. 
The maximum height of the flagpole shall not 
exceed 15 feet above existing grade, except that 
the maximum height shall be 30 feet in the RM 
and WF [business] districts.” 

I should point out that this is the village that 
has, for five years, without success, been trying 
to get a 16-foot tall sculpture by Larry Rivers 
on the front lawn of a private home on Madison 
Street removed. The sculpture consists of two 
shiny white human female legs. After all these 
years of rulings against it, it remains. 

The reason is that overriding all is the fact 
that it is illegal for a building inspector to 
tromp onto someone’s property and physically 


remove something without a court order. And 
so far, this matter has never gotten to the point 
where somebody can do that. 

Anyway, | think there is a work-around for 
this 60-foot flagpole that could result in it not 
being taken down. 

The law clearly states that no flagpole flying 
an American flag can be set up in a residential 
zone at a height exceeding 15 feet. So just don’t 
fly an American flag. Instead, fly the flag of 
North Korea or Russia or Mexico or Iran. 

Until the Please Don’t Eat the Daisy people get 
around to amending that law, it’s okay.

For nearly a century, the tallest building on 
all of Long Island was in Sag Harbor. It was 
the Whaler’s Church. Its steeple rose to a 
remarkable 185 feet. It dominated the town and 
could be seen for miles. 

The steeple got knocked down by the 
Hurricane of 1938. It was never rebuilt. Currently, 
one can easily see the platform at the top of the 
church where the steeple once sat. 

The year 1938 was before zoning. The rule 
with the grandfathering law is that if something 
was above any height that today would be 
considered illegal, it would be allowed, so long 
as it was still up when the new law went into 
effect. The new zoning laws in Sag Harbor went 
into effect around 1955. The steeple had been 
down for nearly 17 years by then. 

So I guess that great steeple will never 
get the approval to be put back up. Too bad, 
Sag Harbor. @& :

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“Stargazer” in Ruins. What Now for the Iconic Artwork?

@@ Stargazer,” late artist Linda Scott’s 50-foot 

red sculpture of a deer holding an antler in 
its mouth off Route 111 in Manorville, has been a 
sort of unofficial welcome sign to the Hamptons 
for the past 25 years. But anyone passing 
it these days will have seen that it’s in terrible 
shape. With massive holes, peeling paint and 
pieces of its plywood exterior hanging broken, 
the beloved artwork is on the verge of total 
ruin, and once again, its stewards are asking for 
help to bring it back. 

Scott’s longtime partner and the man who 
fabricated “Stargazer,” David Morris, says he’s 
kept his lost love’s sculpture in presentable 
condition over the years since she died of 
lung cancer at 77 in 2015. The time, effort and 
expense to continue patching it, however, are 
all putting a strain on his life and wallet. Not 
long ago, Morris spent $1,200 of his own money, 
plus his labor, to spot fix some areas of the 
sculpture, and it’s already a mess again. 

What the sculpture needs is a complete 
overhaul that would make it “look 1,000 times 
better” and keep it alive for another 50 years or 
more, Morris explains. But that would require 
a new wood frame and plywood “skin” with 
an updated waterproof acrylic stucco coating 
over the existing steel frame and concrete 
substructure—at a cost of $50,000-$100,000, 
and “People are really slow donating.” 

So, with no money coming in, and wet 
weather that’s made it difficult to do any more 


patch jobs, “Stargazer” is deteriorating at an 
exponential pace. It’s getting worse and worse 
as more holes open and more water gets in, 
but Morris is holding on to hope that allowing 
people to see what’s happening might just 
motivate them to help do something about it. 
Even if he does decide to patch it—because 
it’s unlikely Morris would let his partner’s 
greatest legacy fall into the ground without 
a fight—he says, “I really need like three 
to four days of sun to work on it.” When 
the wood is wet, or even damp, the adhesives 
he uses won't work, and so far, the sun 
isn’t cooperating. Morris hoped to have it

Day, and then take the summer to gather 
donations for a full restoration. 

It does seem that the sculpture’s poor 
condition is attracting some attention from 
people who'd like to help. Last month, Mary 
Ganzenmuller reached out to Dan’s Papers in 
search of information about donating to restore 
“Stargazer.” She even suggested that she would 
consider doing a matching donation challenge 
through a small charitable trust for which 
she is a trustee, but the “Stargazer” project 
would need non-profit status and a guarantee 
that 100% of funds would go to Stargazer’s 
restoration. “We would also need to know how 
much is needed for repair and for long-term 
maintenance, so it doesn’t deteriorate like this 
again,” Ganzenmuller said. 

According to Morris, Scott’s son, Morgan 
Pitts, is expecting to attain 501c3 status for the

“Stargazer” restoration soon, and the two men 
plan on starting a GoFundMe page, which crowd 
sources donations online. A local restaurant 
recently showed interest in hosting some kind 
of benefit as well, but nothing sounds concrete 
at this point. 

For now, it seems “Stargazer” remains in deep 
trouble, but if the sculpture’s stewards and the 
community step up and do what needs to be 
done—attaining 501c3 status and donating the 
necessary funds—this monumental local icon 
may yet live for generations to come.

t the recent Consumer Electronics Show 

(CES) in Las Vegas, two companies 
introduced machines that will fold your laundry 
after they've finished going through your 
washer and dryer. The companies will compete 
with one another to capture the huge market of 
family members who, they claim, have to, ugh, 
fold the laundry themselves. 

The FoldiMate is being developed in Israel 
by an American firm and will be available 
for pre-order this fall. It’s about the size of a 
large desktop printer and sits on a table in 
your laundry room. It weighs about 70 pounds. 
As you take your clean clothes out of the 
dryer, you smooth them and clip them on metal 
beams high up on the front of the machine. 
Could be a shirt, a pajama top, a pair of pants, 
a t-shirt. You can hang as many as 20 items at 
a time. Think of it as putting your clothes ona 
clothesline. Then you turn it on. Immediately, 


two robot hands reach out and, one at a time, 
unclip a garment and stuff it into a slot. 

Inside, the FoldiMate’s computer identifies 
what it is, stretches it out on a board and in 


10 seconds has folded it neatly and perfectly. © 


Optionally, it can spend 20 seconds steaming 
the item to remove wrinkles before it’s dropped, 
all folded up, into a stack inside. When that item 
is done, the robot hands go out.to get the next 
item. When the stack is as high as it can go, 
a light flashes telling you it’s FULL. Then you 
press a button and a tray, like a giant tongue, 
comes out with all your laundry neatly folded 
on it. Remove your folded laundry, the tongue 
retracts and the machine’s front waits for the 
next group of clean, wrinkled clothing to be 
hung. It can do a load of laundry in about three 
minutes. But it can’t do socks or beach towels. 
Expected price? About $800. 

The second clothes folder is called a 
Laundroid, which is being developed by a 
company in Japan. It’s much larger, about the 


same size as a washer or dryer. You dump the 
clothes right out of the dryer and into a bin 
atop the Laundroid, which sits on the floor. 

The Laundroid has an arm inside that has a 
claw on the end. The arm fishes around in there 
and grabs onto an item. Could be the middle 
of a shirt or the end of a pants leg or a corner 
of a blouse. A computer then does an analysis 
to decide what it has. Every Laundroid sold is 
linked to a master computer in Japan, so as it 
does its analysis in a team effort, it gets smarter 
and smarter about what its holding. Could be 
a brassiere. Could be exercise pants. It takes 
about 10 minutes to identify what it has, and 
when it does, it takes another two minutes to 
fold. It also does not do socks. 

The Laundroid is relatively slow and can 
take up to a full day to identify and fold one 
load of laundry this way. But there are 
investors who have faith in the Laundroid. 
Among them reportedly are Henry Kravis of 


KKR. He and his partner (Continued on next page)

George Roberts have invested $90 million 
of their own money this way. 

Almost on the same day I read about this, 
I read an article in The New York Times that 
reported Walmart getting a patent on a method 
to enable drones to transport products inside 
its stores. They’ve already begun using drones 
to transfer products in Walmart warehouses. 

Yes, we are well on our way to becoming a 
nation where robots do all the work. We just 
press a button and sit around. Or run around. 
So many people are already not doing physical 


work. You see them on the streets, running in - 


their spandex workout clothes, striding along 
and adding up the miles to keep their bodies 
limber and strong. Often when they finish 
running, they shower and go to a gym.

It’s a completely unique phenomenon, people 
working out like this. No other culture does this 
that I know. The people in other cultures milk 
cows, work in factories, carry the water, build 
the fires and hunt or fish for the day’s kill— 
fish, birds or animals—so others can cook up 
a healthy meal. At night, tired, they get a good 
night’s sleep. They do not count the miles they 
run from one place to another for no reason. 

Donald Trump is on a campaign to get 
everybody back to work. But it’s said the loss 
of jobs on the assembly lines is not due to 
immigrants, it is due to robots. And there will 
be more robots. And more robots.

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that color to come through to varying degrees in 
subsequent layers of pastel. It seems to enrich 
the colors, causing some friction and tension, 
reminiscent of pointillism, but subtler, where 
the colors blend on the page. As a medium, 
pastels are often misunderstood. “So you work 
with chalk?” is a frequent comment. 

Is there one piece of advice or wisdom 
you have received from another artist that you 
remember? 

“It’s only: paper.” This seems very simple, but 
what it means is don’t be afraid to try something 
new at the risk of failure. There will be failures, 
but through them, there is usually growth and 
discovery. 

What do you enjoy about painting nature? 

There is so much beauty in nature. It’s 
always changing, always new. I love the fleeting 
light and the change of seasons. Then there’s 
plein air painting, when you’re out in the 
elements away from our unnatural distractions, 
using all of your senses to obtain a deeper 
understanding of a place in time. You feel the 
breeze, the cold, and you can see the way the 
sunset that night is putting a magenta glow on 
the dark clouds in the distance. Nature is always 
putting on a show. 

Do you paint other vistas besides those on the 
North Fork? If so, where? 

I mostly paint East End vistas. It surrounds 
and inspires me. I do spend time in Naples, 
Florida, so that is another area that dominates 
my paintings. I love the Florida beaches and 
birds. I just completed a study of ibises, and 
of course there are the osprey, which are both 
plentiful here and in Florida. I usually keep my 
work local. 

How did you start painting? 

I have always loved to draw and used my 
creativity in different ways. Although I wasn’t 
an Art major, I would take an occasional class, 
so there was always an interest but not a strong 
focus. | would say in the last 10 years I have 
devoted more time to it and feel I have grown 
as an artist. 

What did you do before you began 
painting seriously? 

I started out after college in the insurance 
industry as an account manager specializing 
in the airline industry, which of course has 
nothing to do with art. I do feel we all have many 
talents to different degrees and why we choose 
to follow one direction more than another is 
usually complex, and sometimes with art, has 
to do with economics. I have read so often the 
words “I didn’t think I could make a living doing 
this.”

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How to Pick the Perfect Fire Pit this Summer 


ummer days are long. You might spend them 

wrangling kids, braving summer traffic and 
shopping in crowded downtowns. You might catch 
an hour or two at the beach then enjoy a delicious 
dinner. No matter what, you’ll want to kick back and 
relax with a refreshing glass of rosé or a nice pale 
ale. Of course, you'll want to stay outside to take in 
the fresh air. If it’s a crisp, cool night on the East End 
what you'll need is a relaxing, crackling fire. More 
importantly, you need someplace to put it. Outdoor 
fire pits are certainly nothing new, but if you don’t 
already have one, you should certainly remedy that, 
and quick. But what to look for and how to choose? 
Not to worry, we have you covered. 

First, size matters, which is to say, you want to 
think about the size of the fire pit you want and/or 
need. There are the small portable types, about 20” to 
25”, which are good if you'll be transporting it to and 
from locations and are perfect for weekend camping 
trips. Mid-size fire pits are the most common types 
given their convenience and cost. This size, generally 
about 30” wide, holds a decent amount of wood for a 
good-sized fire while not sacrificing maneuverability. 
Many small and mid-sized fire pits are simply bowls 
atop a stand,’ which allows for the easy removal of 
ashes—summer fires should be relaxing after all, not 
a hassle. Larger pits, which can hold more wood, 
make larger fires and are therefore much more fun, 
they are, however, generally immovable. Larger 
pits also allow for a variety of possibilities from big 
but simple to multi-level, multifunctional units that 
combine fire pit with anything from a dinner table to 
a beverage cooler. If you’re not going anywhere for a 
while, a larger fire pit may be your best choice. 

What about the material of your fire pit? As long as 
it’s not flammable, you can choose virtually anything 
you want. If you’re buying a steel pit, remember that

steel rusts, so you'll want yours to be treated. Tile 
and stone give a classy, sophisticated look, but boy 
are they heavy—you won’t be moving them around 
too much, so they may be best for stationary fire pits. 
Copper is probably your best bet: it won’t rust, ages 
well (you'll get that desirable patina over time) and 
will last you a long time. Cast iron is a popular choice 
perhaps because it’s inexpensive and lightweight, 
meaning you're free to move it around the yard. And, 
of course, there’s stainless steel. These fire pits will 
be on the expensive side, along with copper fire pits, 
as both are rust proof and quite durable. 

Whichever kind. of fire pit you decide on, be 
careful when using it. Never put a live fire too close

to your house—cedar shakes are quite flammable 
and a small fire can get out of control very quickly. 
Never use a fire pit on a covered porch or under 
low-hanging branches. If possible, use your fire pit 
on stone, cement, or tile, all of which are fireproof. 
You'll also want to consider local town codes and 
regulations, of which there are many. 

Once you’ve purchased and set up your favorite fire 
pit, create some ambience. Consider outdoor lighting 
and seating, citronella candles to keep mosquitos 
away and other mood-setting decorations. 

And as always, whenever you’re outside, check for 
ticks—we’ll have a lot of them this year and, yes, you 
can pick them at night. @& 
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Jeff LeBlanc Comes Home to WHBPAC

We. inger and songwriter Jeff LeBlanc is no stranger 
to Westhampton Beach. Growing up in Center 
Moriches, he honed his craft playing outside of the 
Beach Bakery Café on Main Street. He later graced 
the stage of the Westhampton Beach Performing 
Arts Center, just down the street, as an opener for 
Duncan-Sheik and Brett Dennen. Now, on Friday, June 
9, LeBlanc will headline WHBPAC for the first time. 

LeBlanc will bring his band from the city to play 
in the show. “A lot of people have only seen me do 
acoustic,” he notes. “It’ll be a cool feeling to go from 
singing outside the bakery to [headlining] here.” 

LeBlanc comes to WHBPAC fresh off of a 
North American tour with Boz Scaggs. “I’m 
touring like a madman,” LeBlanc says. After the 
Westhampton show, LeBlanc will be back on the 
road again with Scaggs, playing all over the country. 
“I love taking in the nuances of each place,” he says 
of his live performances. 

Despite all of his traveling, Leblanc has been 
getting back to writing music again, and is now 
considering releasing individual songs as he finishes 
them—as opposed to a full-length album. “People 
don’t have the attention span for a full album all the 
time,” he notes. LeBlanc says that a challenge for any 
artist is to “create tension,” whereby you give people 
just enough content that they ask for more. 

LeBlanc released his last album, Vision, in 2015. “It’s 
funny, because people are re-discovering the album 


now,” he says. The album’s songs are on various 
Spotify playlists, which has helped to increase its 
momentum. “With that album, I dug deeper than I 
ever had before. Half of the album was inspired by 
a recent breakup, half was about turning 30,” he 
says. The album was produced after a successful 
Kickstarter campaign, where incentives included 
LeBlanc playing living room concerts for donors. 

LeBlanc’s path to music began at Center Moriches 
High School, where he took a recording techniques 
class. He attended Sacred Heart University in 
Connecticut, and decided to pursue music full-time 
after graduation. He released his first EP, Singles, in 
2009, and has since released three albums that have 
reached the Top 20 on the iTunes Singer/Songwriter 
chart—Worth Holding On To (2011), My Own Way 
There (2013) and Vision. 

LeBlanc has toured the country with a number 
of artists, including Gavin DeGraw, Chris Stepleton, 
Colbie Caillat, Daughtry, Parachute, Chris Isaak and 
Rachel Platten. He cites Platten in particular as 
an inspiration, as she released three independent 
albums over a decade before rising to international 
acclaim with her hit “Fight Song.” 

“You just never know,” says LeBlanc about the 
life of a musician. Over the years, LeBlanc has 
grown as an artist, and he has tempered his outlook 
to be more optimistic than pessimistic. “I try to 
work in my own world now,” he says. “If | made 
a few hundred people happy [with my music], 
that’s worth it. I'm trying to grow and enjoy

the moment and appreciate what | have.” : 

He’s currently working on releasing a music video 
for a cover of “Fly Me to the Moon.” LeBlanc 
recorded the song on SiriusXM The Coffee House, 
and the performance received an overwhelmingly 
positive response. 

LeBlanc is looking forward to a similar reaction to 
his set come June. “The pressure is on,” he laughs. 
“I’m really excited to play, and I’m looking forward to 
a homecoming vibe.” fi

See are confidently predicting that the 
two stars of binary system KIC 9832227, about 
1,800 light years away in the northern wing of 
the Cygnus constellation, will collide with each 
other sometime between 2021 and 2023, creating 
a spectacular astronomical event—a red nova, the 
brightest star in the night sky, visible on earth 
even without a telescope. There’s no denying it— 
it’s science. “The good thing about science,” says 
astrophysicist, Director of the Hayden Planetarium 
in New York, StarTalk podcaster and East Hampton 
resident Neal DeGrasse Tyson, “is that it’s true 
whether or not you believe it.” Ame...err, right on! 
Dr. Tyson’s new book, Astrophysics for People in 
a Hurry (Norton, $18.95), gives us as many reasons 
to believe as there are stars in the sky, which is 


to say, a near infinite number. Tyson’s grasp on 
this tricky subject is masterly; his ability to 
communicate his subject matter, second to none; 
his delivery and style, disarmingly simple and 
accessible; he’s also funny in that dad-humor kind of 
way, as in “Einstein was a badass.” Sure, there will be 
instances of head scratching as you try to untangle 
the difference between a quark and photon, or to 
decipher just how small a trillionth of a second is. 
But we can’t all be astrophysicists. 

At times, through no fault of his own, Tyson 
makes us consider our insignificance in the 
14,000,000,000-year history of our cosmos. Consider 
this doozy: “Without the billion-and-one to a billion 
imbalance between matter and antimatter, all mass 
in the universe would have self-annihilated, leaving a 
cosmos full of photons and nothing else.” Essentially, 
if conditions were only slightly different in the very 
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first second after the big bang, there would be 
absolutely nothing—a universe without galaxies, 
stars, earth, or even Dan’s Papers. Can you imagine!? 
As Tyson admits later, the utter scale of the universe 
and the topics he discusses in Astrophysics is “a 
depressing thought to some, but a liberating thought 
to me.” If you’re susceptible to the former feeling, 
perhaps, after finishing Astrophysics, you'll be feeling 
more like Dr. Tyson—abuzz with all the possibilities 
of the universe.

Don’t wait another 13.7 billion years. 


Not to worry though. We’re just as often made 
to celebrate the idea that despite all the odds 
against it, life—you, me, us—not only exists, 
but has thrived and evolved until the point that 
we can look up at the night sky and at least try to 
understand it. And as any science documentary 
watcher already knows, Tyson has a unique and 
infectious way of simplifying such mind-numbingly 
complex issues and ideas in such fluid, easy-to- 
comprehend ways that you'll be explaining the 
origins of the universe and dark energy to friends 
and family in no-time. Astrophysics is no different. 

So who might this slim volume be perfect for? 
Just about anyone. Curious to start understanding 
how the universe works? Go buy this book. Are 
you a science teacher looking for ways to better 
explain the most complex astrophysical phenomena 
to students or casual inquisitors? Go buy this book. 
Are you a budding young scientist whose curiosity is 
as boundless as the cosmos? Go buy this book. Does 
a loved one, despite your best efforts to convince 
them otherwise and scientific proof to the contrary, 
still believe humans and dinosaurs cohabited earth? 
Go buy them this book. 

It may not be the perfect sunny-day beach read, 
though maybe it is—we don’t know your life. 
At the very least, a good reader could make a serious 
dent in this relatively short book on a Jitney or LIRR 
ride to or from Manhattan. Better yet, get yourself 
a book light, head down to the nearest beach after 
sunset and dive in to Astrophysics. Gi.

Iee Cold But Warming (and not in a good way)

ater Mill’s Diane Tuft is a mixed-media artist 

who has focused primarily on photography 
since 1998. In that capacity, she has traveled to 
remote areas throughout the world in order to 
record environmental changes in Earth’s landscape. 
_ She’s certainly no stranger to danger or to remote, 
desolate places. Once, on a trip to Ireland, Tuft 
wanted to photograph the famous Cliffs of Moher. 
_The light was perfect and she wanted to capture it 
before it rainmed—a common occurrence in Ireland. 

“With tripod in hand, I climbed over the metal barrier 
_ onto the grass,” she said during a recent interview. “I 
_ didn’t realize the moisture under the grass acted like 
ice. My sneakers couldn’t grasp the grass and | slid 
a few feet short of the cliff falling on my tripod and 
camera, which cut my head. I bled for 24 hours until 
a doctor could stitch my cut.” 

Her new book, The Arctic Melt: Images of a 
Disappearing Landscape (Assouline, $95), is a brilliant 
monograph showcasing her breathtaking and visually 
astounding journey to places throughout the Arctic 
Circle—including the North Pole—to capture the ice 
before the constant melt renders the once-frozen 
landscape unrecognizable. 

__ Arctic Melt follows 2014’s Gondwana, Images of 
an Ancient Land with its more than 50 photographs 
chronicling her trip to Antarctica to study and 
document the effects of ultraviolet and infrared 
radiation on the landscape. Tuft calls Lake Vanda 
in Antarctica the most visually stunning place

she’s ever been: “I could not stop 
photographing it,” she said. “I 
probably could have stayed there 
for four days. It was like walking 
on faceted diamonds with occlusions 
and flowers enclosed in shimmering 
ice that was thirteen feet deep.” 

Most of us aren’t lucky enough 
to have visited the arctic, though we 
all have an idea of what it might be 
like. Though maybe not: “As much 
as I had read about the arctic 
melting, it was much more drastic 
than I expected. | didn’t expect that 
the Arctic Ocean would have so 
many areas of open water,” she said, 
adding that the temperature was 
32° F and the ice was so thin they 
were unable to disembark from 
their ship. “I had been to Greenland 
nine years prior to this visit and the difference in the 
landscape was shocking.” 

Tuft says she would like to return to Greenland 
in nine years to document further changes in the 
landscape. “The Greenland ice sheet was once fluffy 
snow,” she says, describing the landscape as it was. 
“Now it’s peaks of ice and silt rising up through 
melt water ponds. Icebergs in Disko Bay rose 
150 feet out of the sea. Now, Disko Bay is studded 
with hundreds of tiny icebergs, melting and falling 
into the sea every day. The glaciers have retreated 
in the past ten years, icebergs have shrunk and 
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multiplied, and melt water is already 
considered ponds and lakes,” she 
explains. “I expect that climate 
change and global warming will 
continue and Greenland’s landscape 
will be drastically changed.” 

On Earth Day this year, a chilling 
three-minute video, “The Arctic 
Melt,” was displayed on-stage at 
the National Mall during the March 
for Science in Washington, D.C. 
The presentation is comprised of 
footage and photographs from her 
journeys to the Arctic in 2015 and 
2016 and uniquely visualized the 
devastating ice melt that is occurring 
due to climate change. Tuft sees her - 
photography and her activism as 

inseparable: “As a visual artist that 
is documenting the effect of the environment on 
the landscape, | feel that it is my duty to share my 
visual imagery with the public,” she said, adding: 
“By presenting my work to the public, I can provide 
a platform to communicate the fragility that exists in 
nature and encourage people to support policy that 
will protect our environment and our Earth.” ga.

A Round-Up of Rosé Reflections 


an’s Rosé Soirée presented by PORSCHE and 

Rock Angel After Party officially kicked off 
summer in the Hamptons on Sunday, May 28 at 
the Southampton Arts Center. Over 30 rosés were 
quaffed and gourmet treats from across the East End 
and New York were tasted, savored, chomped and 
downed. A portion of the proceeds benefited WPPB 
88.3 FM, Long Island’s only local National Public 
Radio (NPR) station. 

A good time was had by all, including participants, 
key East End winemakers Anthony Nappa and Alie 
Shaper, and Chef Charlie Chen of New York’s Pinch 
Chinese. Below are some of the ideas and fascinating 
facts that they discussed with attendees. 


Winemaker Anthony Nappa has been a star 
of Long Island Wine Country for years—creating 
notable bottles for both Raphael in Peconic and his 
own North Fork label Anthony Nappa Wines. As he 
says, in addition to the East End, “in Provence, or 
better yet Monaco, rosé is a perfect accompaniment 
to summer: fresh, bright and quaffable.” Sounds 


about right. He says, “our rosé’ is Pinot Noir, a pure 
delicious expression of the varietal.” He notes that 
Long Island wines are of “extremely high quality. We 
have achieved producing delicious wines in a broad 
range of styles at a great value. 

Nappa’s favorite dish to pair with a fine rosé is: 
“summer backyard grilling.” And he’s spoiled with 
the goodness of East End foods and wines, as his 
“wife Sarah is a chef and cooks very locally and 
seasonally. At our home farm, and through local 
friends, we eat almost exclusively locally grown meat, 
and vegetables, as well as fresh-caught seafood.” 

What Long Island wines fill his home wine library? 
“Of course my wines and Raphael, Shinn Estate 
Vineyards, Macari Vineyards, Jamesport Vineyards, 
Lenz Winery, McCall Wines, Grapes of Roth, Leo 
Family Wines, Mattebella Vineyards and many more.” 

Nappa stresses that consumers should seek out 
local produce and wine because “wine and food 
on the world market is a commodity, produced in 
factory farms, controlled by large corporations and 
imported cheaply. We can’t compete on price, but

Vineyards knows just what to do for a good time. 
As she says, “It’s the beginning of summer! I LOVE 
picnicking, it’s my favorite way to eat. If I could eat 
salami or prosciutto, with a delicious cheese, crusty 
French bread, fresh olives, and dried fruit and nuts 
witha robust rosé every day, I would.” 

And, as she points out, “Our wine region is unique— 
we have seagulls in our vineyards! Our ferroir is very 
distinctive from the rest of the United States, and so 
our winemakers have natural elements that enable 
us to make wines that are reflections of our land, 
our sea, our special place on the Atlantic and the 
wonderful way of life we have here. As winemakers 
we can embody the concept of “what we grow 
together, goes together’—and that wine IS food. 
Long Island wines are made to express and enhance 
the natural resources and agriculture that define the 
East End character—anyone out here knows that 
we've got killer seafood, meats and produce right in 
our collective backyard! [In this] region winemakers 
have learned how to craft wines that work with 
our particular local food and culture—and isn’t it 
awesome that the East End has it’s own special place 
in the wine universe?” 

Shaper brought “the concept of ageable rosés” 
to Rosé Soirée. As she says, “Contrary to popular 
opinion, rosé can age well beyond its first year in 
the bottle! It’s not true of every rosé, but, with the 
right composition and vinification methods, they can 
last for two, three, five and, rarely, up to 10 years. 
I’ve tasted many rosés that have reached their peak 
flavor in their second and third years.” 

If Shaper got a tattoo tomorrow it would show: 
“a backplate, depicting the entire morphology of a 
grape vine, ‘growing’ across my back and shoulders.” 


Popular New York restaurant Pinch Chinese’s 


chef Charlie Chen has a unique view of American 


cuisine as, “having just moved to New York, I haven’t 
had a chance to explore Long Island wines, which 
is why I was so excited to participate in Dan’s Rosé 
Soirée!” He says, “I love pairing our House Special 
Shrimp with a 2016 Hermann J. Wiemer dry rosé. 
The sweetness of the shrimp and peppers, with the 
hint of spice in our kung pao, are accentuated by 
the fruit qualities of the wine: strawberries, white 
peach and currants. I grew up in Xiao Wan village 
in the province of Anhui during a period when 
many Chinese people, like my parents, struggled to 
find enough food to eat every day. In fact, I often 
went into the mountains with my parents and three 
siblings to look for anything edible. This daily battle 
for sustenance is what inspired my culinary career. | 
wanted to ensure my friends and family would never 
go hungry again.” 

Chen asserts that chefs and farmers have a lot 
in common in that both are a little crazy and 
overworked, noting, “I work non-stop every day, 
but it’s something that I’ve been passionate about 
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for so long, so it has never really felt like work. I'm 
sure farmers feel the same way about growing their 
produce and tending to their lands.” 

Why should consumers seek out local produce 
and wine? Chen says, “It’s always fresher and more 
vibrant than anything shipped in from a distance. 
In China, I only shop at the local green markets, 
almost never at the supermarkets, and I encourage 
my staff and guests to do the same. This will be my 
first summer in New York (and America), and I’m 
still discovering all the wonderful local ingredients 
available. I can’t wait to visit the green market when 
it’s back in full swing! There are so many wonderful 
[types of] local produce from China that I can’t 
find here, but I’m so excited to be experiencing all 
these wonderful new ingredients. I hope to begin 
introducing them into my cuisine in the near future.” 

If Chen got a tattoo tomorrow it would depict: “A 
bull. Something that represents strength and passion 
and a desire to continue improving every day.” 

Chen says he could create a fine meal with just these 
five ingredients: “fresh local fish, ginger, scallion, 
garlic, vinegar. The perfect summer treat.”
